opposing the German naval advance 
upon Riga, is officially reported from 
Petrograd. 
.Military and naval authorities here 
who had deduced from yesterday’s of 
fleial German report on the battle 
that the Germans had been victorious 
were stirred to a high pitch of en 
thusiasm for the czar's sea forces by 
the report which revealed that while 
the Russians had lost two gunboats 
and a torpedo lw>at and suffered dam 
age to several other naval craft, they 
had inflicted much more serious loss 
es upon the Germans ann had driven 
the attacking fleet from the Gulf of 
Riga. 


Germans Lose Dreadnaught. 


Chief of the Russians’ victims was 
the German superdreadnought Moltke, 
which was sunk. 
The German official statement on 
the «am** battle was received Satur 
day. 
As it announced tiie destruction 
of three Russian warships and de 
dared the German losses were slight, 
it was interpreted to mean a great 
German na\al victory, though such a 
claim was not actually made.
